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The Cullom Ball. 

The bill to aid in the execution of the 
laws in Utah, commonly known as the 
Cullom bill, and having-for its object the 
suppression of polygamy, bas as our readers 
know, passed the House of Representatives 
and is now pending in the Senate of the 
United States. Against this bill the Mor- 
mons have entered a lengthy and on the 
whole a very able protest, which we pub- 
lished a day or two ago, praying for the 
rejection of the bill by the Senate and its 
reconsideration by the House. This pro- 
test of the Mormoms demands an earnest 
consideration of the Oullom bill both as 
to its object and the means proposed to 
accomplish that object. However repug- 
napt some Of their practices may be toe 
us, it must not be forgotten in our pious 
zeal to reiorm them that the Mormons are 
American citizens, that they have rights 
to be protected and that they are entitled 
to justice and good faith at the bands of 
the Government. 

It is undoubtedly tree that the moral 
sentiment of the Christian world is op- 
posed to polygamy both as a viviation of 
good morals and an impediment wo civiliza- 
tion. But notwithstanding this uni- 


| But—with such an opinion of a political 


versal sentiment the question of polygamy 
as connected with the Mormons 1 not in 
its moralizing and crvilizing aspect devoid 
of embarrassment. It cannot be denied 
fhat the progress of the Mormons has been 
the progress of material civilization; and 
in accomplishing this no people have 
labored under greater natural disadvan- 
tages or had greater obstacles thrown in 
their way.

If a man persists in having 
more wives than ome he cannot vote, 
he canpot hold office, he eannot serve on a 
jury. It he is tried he must be tried by a 
jury having in the aggregate no more than 
twelve wives. There te to be a general and 
sudden upbeaving of their social system. 
Eack husband must elect which wife he 
will adhere to, and among the wives tifere 
is to be a general scramble for place. The 
bill makes no disposition of the surplus 
wives and children, but the analogy be- 
tween this and the other reconstruction 
laws of Congress might be completed by 
turning all these sparv women and chil- 
dren over to the recently-enfranchised 
class of American citizens. If Mr. Senator 
Revets could secure the hand of some 
Mormon grass widow it would be almost 
as- beautiful an instance of retributive 
justice as that of the nigger Revgis occu- 
pying the Senatorial seat of the rebel Jzvr 
Davis. 

The Mermen protest shows very clearly 
the injustice of the extraordinary means 
provided by the Cullom bill to carry itself 
into execution, and as clearly shows the 
unconstiuitionality of the bill itself.
